MM T-1- stated that HEMMING and his group have 
been trying to deal’ in arms for a long time and know ~ 
the difficulty there is in trying to locate even a small 
quantity of small arms. VON KLAUSSEN has recently 


become Military Instructor with the Antonio Maceo 
Battalion and hangs around the VFW Post located at 1608 
S.W. 27th Avenue, Miami..

“an anti-CASTRO organization that has conducted raids 
against Cuba in the past. VON KLAUSSEN told ALVAREZ that 
he had a source who produced a compound called Thermite, 
which compound burns. at a-very intense heat . and could 
be. used. ‘for sabotage. ALVAREZ stated he. was interested 
in purchasing this material but. ‘at he. present time could | 
_. mot afford it and did not have adequate funds to. make 
any purchases of this type.
